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Applicants argument with respect to claims 1-18 have been fully considered but they are not persuasive. 



Applicant argues that: 

(a) the combination of Okuda et al. and Crow et al. neither disclose nor suggests a CAP file and the retrieval of the CAP file to determine 
the capabilities of the apparatus. 

(b) no disclosure or suggestion in Okauda et al. of being able to download a "plug-in" for expanding the playing capabilities of the 
apparatus. 

The Examiner disagrees because: 

(a) Crow et al. discloses a CAP file and the retrieval of the CAP file to determine the capabilities of the apparatus (such as, the file format 
is capable of representing more information than is currently demanded by the existing QuickTime implementations, paragraph [0003], such 
as, the method capable of controlling the state of AV presentation, that is, the state of a presentation engine, paragraph [0052]). 

(b) Okauda et al. of being able to download a "plug-in" for expanding the playing capabilities of the apparatus (such as, downloading a 
desired file to a predetermined recording medium by accessing recording unit in which file are recorded in a layered structure is provided, 
paragraph [0015]). 
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
